As for the fhining Worms, the only Caufe 
that cin be given for the luftre which thcy give in the 
Night, is, that they fesd forth a continual Vapour after 
the manner of Sweat in other Creatures, which is fo 
fine, and of foadccure amotion, that it preflech che finer 
particles of the Air in a right line fofenfibly, as ro act 
upon the Retina, by whole motion the fenfation of light 
arilech; whieh-reafon is fo amuch.the more, probable, 
in that they ceafe co fhine when they dye, the motion 
which caules that evaporatiou, being then gone.
